Discission of Office Action Rejection s 

The Office Action considers claims 6, 13, 21^ and 2i» to be aUowable. 

Based on the features of aUowabie claims 6, 13, 21, and 29, it is beUeved that the 
internal circuit formed in the substrate has been I sufficiently distmgnlshable over the priir 
art references. 

In this consideration. Applicants have amended independent claims 1, 8, IS, and 23 to 
recite the internal circuit. However, the claims 6, 13, 21, and 29 remain hi recith^g 
comprising at least one of a capacitor and an inductor. 
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For at least the foregomg reasons, AppMcaiit respectftaUy submits that independent 
claims 1, 8, 15, and 23 patently define over the prior art references, and should be alloWed, 
For at least the same reasons, dependent claims 2-7, 9-14, 1(^22, and 24-30 patently dehne 
over the prior art references as weU, herein clWms 6, 13, 21, and 29 have been considered 
to be allowable.
